Well,  IhU  fe<>ilng,  roiipled  with  atar> 
rnlinn  rNtlnnx,  ni;;ged  uniforum  and 
(Inily  tlKhlin({,  «cnt  a  itnoil  niiiiiy  of  our 
linyM  over  to  the  I'nioM  linci  iin  de- 
aerlerit,  and  iliis  brings  aboiil  my  alory.

^  One'niglit,  after  the  deeettiona  had 
gone  on  and  heeoino  ao  nnmeroiia  that 
Ihe  lilp  oflli'cr- h;iil  lo  lalic  nollee  of 
'ein,  u  Imp  «n»  .sol.  ami  In!  our  ooor 
leclle  J<Mi  fell  Into  il.  Ye.s  »ir-nal)l)ed 
"in  the  act  of  deaorting  to  the  enemy," 
and  maybe  vnu  linnw  what  that  ligni- 
flo^  'apociMilv  when  that  enemy  Isn't 
cnnnon-aliot  nwM\ ?  It  waa  aaurpriae 
to  n«  that  the  lud  hail  pluckml  up  cour- 
age nulT  to  make  a  break,  but  I  reckon 
Jio  waa  deaperalely  slek  of  the  Confed- 
prncT,  anil  bo|)eti'in  aome  manner  to 
get  bnek  to  hia  home.

Ihouch 
I  say  it  ao  Ion;;  after.  I  jn.Hl  wanted  lo 
lay  my  hand  on  her  curly  head  and 
any; 

•"There,  there,  poor  cbiUl— don't  cry 
nny  moral  I'm  all  alone  In  the  world 
Itnd  nobody'll  miss  me,  and  I'm  going 
fo  take  Joe's  ])lao(>."

Simon  Wolf,  a  former  Consni  den- 
eral  to  Kgypt  when  be  waa  here  last 
week  showed  a  vary  beautiful  scarf-pin 
which  was  given  to  him  by  one  of  tha 
higher  ofHoTala  of  Egypt.  Thia  pin  is 
made  of  the  body  of  a'scarahee.  This, 
in  pls'u  words,  la  a  pclrilied  Kgvplian 
tiei-tie.  1 1  is  over  four  thousanif  years 
old.  Il  has  a  cutting  upon  tho  back 
representing  one  of  tho  high  priests 
standing  beiore  the  King.  Tho  color 
of  this  scarahec  is  a  faint  greeniah  blue 
The  marks  of  the  b<>ctle  are  as  perfei  t 
in  this  petrifaction.  This  beautiful  ob- 
ject was  found  in  the  tomb  of  one  of 
I  lie  Pharaohs.  It  Is  one  of  the  most 
pcrfeel  -pei  iinens  of  theao  very  rare 
and  111111  11  iineled  relics.  Mr.  Wolf 
says  ilial  he  was  on'cn>d  one  thousand 
piiunds  for  il  by  the  British  Museum. 
A  numher  of  iwople  have  tried  to 
tempt  Mr.  Wolf  lo  part  with  this  keep- 
sake, liut  he  refuses  to  give  it  tip  for 
treiidship  or  money.  "The  grateful 
K^yptiiin  ollii  ial  who  gave  It  to  him 
hivs  been  U'friended  by  Mr.  Wolf  to 
this  extent  The  KheSive  waa  very 
friendiv  to  Mr.  Wolf,  and  it  waa 
Ihrniicli  the  influence  of  the  latter  lhat 
llie  Khedive  pave  Iho  ribbon  of  the  liC 
giun  of  Honor  to  the  ambitions  Kpyp- 
tian  olHoial.  He  in  his  burst  of  priiti- 
tiide  for  this  favor  pressed  thia  royal 
present  upon  Mr.  W  olf.  One  evening 
when  Mr.  Wolf  waa  exhibiting  this 
jewel  a  beetle  identical  in  sir.e,  shape 
and  marking  lighted  upon  the  dark 
coal  sleeve  of  a  gentleman  who  a  luo- 
raeitt  before  had  been  looking  at  Mr. 
Wolf's  prir.o.  This  Saratoga  beetle 
was  a  perfei  l  specimen  of  the  Kgyplian 

scaial       sine  that  tlieAmcrican  beello 

was  light  yellow  in  color.  It  is  possi- 
ble that  the  process  of  petrifaction, 
however,  would  have  changed  thia  col- 
or.

(;a|>es  in  chickens  is  the  result  of  a 
parasitic  wnriii,  nanii'd  S-lcrasloiiia 
yiipamiis  or  ^yii^ramus  Ir.iclielis, 
which,  aei  iiiuiilatiii^'  in  llic  windpipe, 
produces  llie  pieiiliar  ailion  lernii'il 
iapes.  evciilually  causing  death  by 
stranpiilnlion  >.  hen  fully  grown,  if  oc- 
ciirrin}:  in  live  or  mote  pairs  in  Ihe  case 
of  young  i  hickcns,  or  thirly  or  more 
pairs  in  grown  fow  ls.  A  single  pair  of 
those  worms  will  produce  eggs  enough 
In  two  or  three  generations  to  infest  a 
whole  flock.  Hence  the  Importance  of 
using  every  precaution  to  prevent  thoir 
breeding  by  entirely  excluding  fowls 
from  piscas  where  tha  gapes  have  been 
known  to  exist  The  greatest  mortality 
in  chkikana  la  in  ycsng  birds  from  two 
to  four  months  old,  and  probably  from 
the  fact  that  young  chickens  are  more 
ant  to  swallow  the  gravid  worm  than 
the  eggs.

life  history  of  tha  panisite  pro- 
ducing gapes  in  chickens  is  given  in  Ihc 
Mi  roscot>e,  from  which  it  is  found  that 
earth  worms  eonlaininp  Ihe  embryos 
are  eaten  by  tho  fowl.  'J  lie  embryos  are 
libaitkted  from  the  earth  worm  and  force 
their  way  through  into  tho  air 
sacs,  thence  work  their  way  Uiroiiph  In 
the  lungs,  wlim-e  lln  v  pa-^  llirniipli  llie 
nyiopb  stage  uBil  uc  pt  ro  suxual  matu- 
ritv.  The  male  and  female  then  unite 
nn°d  attach  themselves,  by  their  sucker- 
like  ninut  lis.  to  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  U  ariii  a.  Between  sit  and  seven 
davs  are  rciiiiircd  from  its  entrance  in- 
to the  fowl  until  its  attachment  to  the 
trachea.  In  seven  days  mo-e  tbo  ev.gs 
within  tbo  body  of  llie  worm  become 
mature;  they  arc  coughed  tip,  swal- 
lowed by  the  fowl,  and  pass  through 
liilo  Ihe'soll.  In  Ihrc  '  weeks  Ihcsccggs. 
cxpo.scd  lu  the  luoislure  and  sun,  hatch 
the  embryos,  find  their  way  into  the 
earthworm,  where  Ihey  remain  nnlil 
picked  up  by  some  bird,  when  the  above 
proce-s  is  rcjiealed. 

It  may  therefore  be  taken  for  granted 
that  fowls  kept  from  earth  worms  will 
be  free  from  this  parasite.  But  this 
may  be  a  dinicull  matter  when  fowls 
arc  allowed  their  liberty.  A  writer  in 
Iho  New  York  Trilmne  .-,imc  lime  since 
staled  lhat  the  ejected  worms  dio  imme- 
ilialoly,  but  the  eggs  retained  their  vi- 
tality, according  to  thoir  condition  in 
respect  to  heat  and  moisture.  In  dry, 
warm  earth  they  quickly  perish.  In 
moist  earth  at  a  icmpcratiiro  of  sixty 
degrees  Fahrenheit  they  retain  their 
vitality  nearly  or  quite  a  whole  year. 
In  moiat  earth,  when  the  temperature 
rises  aa  high  as  seventy  dc^riecs  I'ahren- 
heit,  tho  eggs  w  ill  Inili  li,  lliuiipli  very 
slowly,  and  tho  tciuperatuic  rcipiired 
for  ibelr  normal  hatching  and  develop- 
ment la  that  of  the  internal  organs  of 
the  chicken. 

it  will  be  plain,  whatever  the  theory 
of  existence,  lhat  Ihe  proper  means  for 
prevenliug  the  spread  of  Ihis  disease  is 
to  hiiiu  the  crop  and  entire  respiratory 
apparatus  of  every  fowl  killed  of  a  flock 
suspected  to  be  infested.  Burying,  how- 
ever deep,  will  not  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose of  destruction,  since  earth  worms 
will  get  them.  It  would  seem  to  be 
ccrtam  that  this  burning  and  keeping 
the  fowls  as  much  from  earth  worms  as 
possible,  and  when  infested  feeding  on 
dry  food  with  pure  water  to  drink, 
would  be  indicated.  As  to  alleged 
speoiflcs,  flavoring  xhe  food  stronglv 
with  garlic,  red  pepper  or  fengraak 
seed,  ua  popnlarremedleK  Whan  tbo

An  Expert  Who  Itecommends  the  Tse  ol 
Con's  Milk  fnr  Tliem. 

It  somotlmes  happens  that  the  milk 
of  the  dam  is  quite  InsuDlclent  to  pro- 
mote healthy  vigorous  growth  in  the 
young  foa),  and  occasionally  Itbaoomes 
necessary  to  raise  a  foal  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  tha  dam.  In  such  esses  the 
best  possible  atlitinot  or  substitute  for 
the  milk  of  the  dam  is  cow's  milk.  It 
shotddlie  sweetened  at  lirsi,  as  the  milk 
of  the  mare  is  sweeter  than  llial  ot  the 
row.  A  little  patient  clVor'.  will  soon 
result  in  teaching  tho  colt  to  drink  milk 
readily,  but  be  careful  not  to  give  him 
too  much  at  a  time.  A  balf-pint  is 
qiiile  suflicient  for  it  colt  two  or  three 
days  old;  but  the  ration  should  be  rc- 
peiitei!  often  -not  less  than  six  times  a 
dav,  Ihe  idcd  licing  to  give  the  colt 
really  ail  it  will  drink,  but  to  food  so 
often  that  it  will  not  roiiiiire  very  much 
at  a  time.  As  the  colt  grows  older  Ihc 
amount  should  be  incrca-eil.  and  grass, 
with  oats,  should  be  added  as  soon  ns 
the  colt  is  old  enough  to  eat.  No  ration 
is  better  for  a  colt  lhan  cow's  milk  with 
these  adjuncts.  After  tho  colt  is  two 
months  old  akimmed  milk  sliould  be 
subatitntcd  for  tho  fresh  cow's  milk. 
Should  there  be  any  trouble  from  con- 
stipation It  would  be  well  to  add  about 
one  pini  of  oil  meal  per  day  to  the  ra- 
tion; in  fact,  I  would  recommend  Ihe 
use  of  oil  meal  in  all  cases,  as  it  fur- 
nishes a  largo  proportion  of  muscle  and 
bone-forming  food.  If  the  oil  meal  is 
not  obtainable,  flaxseed  may  he  used. 
.\  half-pint  of  flaxseed  boiled  willi  two 
qiiarls  of  bran  will  make  two  good  feeds 
for  a  colt,  and  Ibis  ration  may  profita- 
bly be  alternated  with  the  other  food. 
Iiideol,  it  will  be  well  in  all  oases 
whore,  from  lack  of  an  abundance  of 
milk  from  the  dam.  or  from  scanty  nii- 
tritiim  of  any  kind,  Ihc  foal  is  Inw  in 
llesli,  to  caily  supply  the  dcliciency 
with  a  good  allowance  of  cow's  milk  in 
addition  to  what  It  gets  from  the  dam. 
Tho  efi'ect  of  such  a  ration  upon  the 
growth  and  condition  is  wonilerlul,  and 
in  I'll  cases  where  the  foal  is  likely 
otherwise  to  enter  winter  low  In  flesh  I 
can  not  too  liighly  recommend  its  use, 
A  quart  of  milk  niornin?  and  evcnini;. 
in  nddilinii  In  Ihc  grain  ration,  will  be 
sunicicnU — JJncilers'  Oaidte. 


When  to  Dig  Potatoes. 


Usually  potatoes  are  tha  best  off  if 
dug  as  soon  as  ripe;  Ihis  is  especially 
tbo  ca.«e  in  "muggy"  weather  or  hoi 
weather  batwaen  sboweis.  Tbay  should 
be  stored  In  B  cool  cellar,  without  too 
much  light,  or  thay  wiU  turn  green  and 
perhaps  rot.  To  guard  against  rotting 
bo  careful  about  bruising,  it  being  bet- 
ter to  cany  them  down  in  baskato  than 
to  allow  them  to  fall  thioiigh  a  cellar 
window,  a.s  is  often  practised  later  in 
the  season.  It  is  much  cheaper  to  dig 
before  grass  and  weeds  grow  lictween 
tho  rows.  Potatoes  arc  ready  for  dig- 
ging as  soon  as  the  lops  lie  down.  It 
is  be  t  lo  dip  Ihciu  early  in  the  day  and 
allow  Ihem  to  remain  on  the  ground  a 
few  hours,  when  thay  should  be  taken 
to  the  bam  and  stored  in  a  cool,  dark, 
dry  place;  hul  it  's  not  ailvis;ihlo  to 
place  too  many  in  ;i  sin;.'le  heap.  All 
diseased  or  injiiie  I  imialocs  should  bo 
removed frnoi  llie  loi.    '  onewdPMTiol.

BOWEL  DERANGEMENTS. 

VIlcDanser  of  the  AlUictlna  and  Ibl  Mo>t

That  the  worst  forms  of  bowel  com- 
plainls  result,  and  that  directly,  from 
eating  and  drinking,  farmorethan  from 
clhnate  and  sudden  changes  of  the 
temperature,  can  not  admit  of  a  reason- 
able doubt.   Most  of  this  indigestion  is 
referable  to  rapid  eating,  insufficient 
chewing,  the  food,  as  it  roaches  the  stom- 
ach, being  unprepared  for  the  second 
stage  of  the  digeative  process,  from  the 
use  of  improper  food,  that  too  taxing  to 
the  digestive  organs,  the  use  of  crude 
and  unripe,  or  partially  decayed  fruits, 
to  irregularity  in  eating,  c.xces-,  etc. 
And  bore  it  niay  bo  remarked  that  it  ia 
rare  while  so  many  are  governed  far 
more  by  mere  taste,  than  by  tho  judg- 
ment and  conscience,  in  the  sclei  tiun  of 
their  food,  to  have  due  regard  to  ilu! 
proper  proporlion  of  thevarimis  kinds  uf 
Inod  used,  wiiile  Ihe  majority  lake  far 
more  food  than  the  system  demands. 
This  may  bo  particularly  true  in  tho 
use  of  meats  and  fruits  in  a  country  in 
which  both  can  be  bad  in  abtindance, 
ordinarily,  il  one  has  Ihe  means  for  the 
purchase  of  them.    While  it  is  gener- 
ally- admitted— In  modem  times— that 
riplk  and  fiesh  fruits  are  wholesome, 
tiiesemayhe  particularly  used  in  ex-, 
cess,  often  proving  a  curse  rather  tlian 
a  blessing,  in  accordance  with  thoir  do- 
sign.   This  follows,  in  part,  from  the 
fact  that  some  persons  regard  them  as 
outside  the  realm  of  food,  to  be  taken 
at  any  time,  in  any  quant' tics,  as  a 
mere  sensual  indulgence.     Instead  of 
boinp  taken  ;is  a  imi  l  o(  Ihe  meals,  they 
are  often  taken  in  large  ijuantit'cs,  at 
tho  close,  in  addition  to  a  suftiulont 
quantity  of  food,  and  hetweon  moals, 
severely  taxing  the  dipesli\e  orpans. 
Though  most  of  Ihoso  are  easy  ol  di- 
gestion, compared  with  ordinary  foods, 
tliere  is  an  added  labor,  too  often  crush- 
ing  tolls,  so  deranging  the  stomach  that 
much  undigested  food  passes  into  the 
bowels  in  nn  unpreparcil  sl:Uc,  irrilal- 
ing  and  inflaming  them,  preparing  the 
way  for  serious  derangements  and 
disease. 

I  w'll  hero  remark  lhat  dyscnlcry  is 
usually  preceded  by  conslipalinn,  ami 
that,  as  strange  as  it  may  seem,  this 
state,  a  stoppage,  continues  during  the 
worst  stage  of  the  disease,  Ihe  improve- 
mont  immediately  following  the  relief! 
If  physic  may  over  be  given,  this  is  tho 
lime  for  its  administration,  dnrinri  ihia- 
intcrij!  Il  is  a  matter  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  avoid  having  any  crude  or  un- 
digested food  pass  into  the  bowels  ia 
this  disease.  The  disease  is  continued, 
aggravated  and  often  rendered  uncon- 
trollable by  such  irritants,  to  avoid 
which  it  is  necessary  lo  discard  solid 
food— even  milk,  which  soliilifios  be- 
fore digestion— taking  lli|uiils  which 
will  in  no  respect  tax  dipeslion.  slill  af- 
fording all  needed  nourishment.  Sueli 
liquids  can  be  prepared  from  a  tiiin 
gruel  made  of  the  "crude  gluten," 
strained  and  perfectiv  clear,  very  nour- 
ishing and  bland.  This  may  be  given 
once  in  two  hours  if  needed,  as  It  docs 
not  require  digestion,  being  assimilated 
in  the  circulatory  system.  This  will 
fturnish  all  needed  nourishment,  though 
it  may  be  well  to  add  a  little  pure  and 
clear  joice  of  such  fruits  as  the  peach, 
ripe  and  fresh,  in  its  best  condition, 
with  that  of  similar  fruits.  With  such 
foods,  with  no  irritants  introduced  into 
the  bowels,  often  cleansed  by  warm 
water  injections,  the  disease  ought  soon 
to  yield.— J>r.  J.  B.  Uanaford,  tn  Oold- 
tn  Bute.

Lawyers  have  been  the  subject  ot 
satire  and  reproach  in  both  pagan  and 
Christian  times.

The  court  hiiiise  is 
too  often  used  a.s  a  play  liuiise  wliere 
thi'  unscnipuhnis  n>ay  personate  any 
character  wilhout  tieing  aceuuQtabld 
for  words  or  actions. 

But  the  writings  of  eminent  men 
have  exerted  a  stUl  greater  Inflnanoa 
ou  the  popular  mind.  While  admiring 
ilic  beauty  of  language  nr  the  keenness 
if  satire,  ideas  arc  imbibed  which  are 
false  and  uncharitable.  History  and 
literature  are  deluged  with  misrenre- 
sontations.  of  which  only  a  tew  need  be 
menti<ined.

M,,  Sept.  30th.-There  were 
184  deaths  from  small-pox  iu  this 
city  dnriiiij  the  last  four  days  ending 
on  Tuesday  iiisht,  t)csidcs  )ll'ty-one 
in  adjoiiiinj.'  iiuiiiieipalitics.  Alplioii- 
80  Movais  and  Win.  liccbe.  who  were 
arrested  during  the  riut  on  Monday, 
were  to-day  sentenced  to  Imir  months 
impriBonment.  Four  yotiiif;  men, 
three  named  Ferrault  and  one  named 
Cowan,  who  were  arrested  on  St.  Au- 
gustine street  last  nixht  were  dis- 
charged to-day.  Over  100  placards 
were  torn  down  in  the  Eastern  Dis- 
trict yesterday,  but  the  sanitary  po- 
lice replaced  them  to-day.  This  af- 
ternoon three  members  of  the  Fifth 
Royal  Scots  were  badly  beaten  by  a 
crowd  of  roughs.

On  their  return  to  Clin- 
ton Robt.  Smith  died  with  consump- 
tion and  the  case  of  the  other  brother 
as  accessory,  wu  oontinned  u  here- 
tofore stated.

fe.itnriM  of  his  "Utoox"  Uu  s.u»: 
Irons  U)  health  and  lile.  With  all  th* 
rtl'oris  to  resist  tlieao  iuHuuuces,  tha 
Ji M^'s-  ni.iy  eoiue  and  art  can  not  en- 
tirely reniMve  its  scvcritv.  but  may 
preally  nrtigntc  it.  One  means  of  do- 
ing so  is  to  largel  v  diminisii  the  amount 
of  moisttm-  in  tlio  soil  ou  which  thqr 
live  Dwelling  sliould  bo  placed  on 
high  and  well  drained  lands.  The 
drains  should  bo  so  doop  as  to  n>- 
move  moisture  from  the  subooiL 
Drainage  contributes  not  only  to  early 
and  remunerative  crops,  but  to  health 
and  comfort  Houses  should  be 
so  ))laccd  that  the  prevailing 
winds  may  not  drive  malarial  intln- 
encos  into  them,  or  ii.iu  ihiir  vi- 
cinity. The  more  distant  they  are 
from  malarial  sourues  of  disease,  the 
surer  they  are  to  be  free  from  this 
.soon  e  of  (Iksciusu  anil  sulTeriug.  Avoid, 
then,  sliiwly  moving  and  muddy  rivers, 
whose  shores  ore  widely  covered  with 
watery  and  decomposing  vegetable  and 
animal  materials.  If  houses  must  bo 
built  in  mularial  localities,  encircle 
them  W  ith  growing  trefts  (hat  naturally 
absorb  large  quantities  of  uioisturo, 
and  so  remove  one  cause  of  generating 
malaria,  llie  location  of  a  dwelling, 
then,  should  be  weil  drained,  llsfaourd 
bo  encircled,  but  not  densely  sha<ied, 
by  rank  growing  pUnts  or  tree  s.  Kven 
in  the  temperate  zones  .ve  perceive  liad 
odors  rising  from  cesspools  and  sewers 
in  the  early  morning  and  late  evening 
hours. 

Those,  then,  who  ri'sidc  in  niiil.irial 
distrii:ts  should  guard  ae:iiM-t  i  xinisnres 
to  malaria  whilst  the  suuuy  rays  are 
absent.  Experience  shows  that  very 
little,  if  any,  danger  is  incurred,  if  ex- 
posed during  the  warm  parts  of  the 
day.  As  malaria  i.s  heavier  than  air  it 
creeps  upon  the  surface  and  rises  as  thu 
expanded  air  lifts  it  up.  And  wc  (ind 
it  safer  in  malarious  districts  to  enter 
the  outer  air  at  midday  than  in  the 
early  morning  hours.  And  then  again 
as  malaria  sinks  in  the  evening  and 
keeps  near  the  siirfaoo  of  the  earth,  it 
rarely  is  found  above  four  feet  above 
the  surface.  We  mav  inhale  it  if  wo 
sleep  near  the  level  ol  the  ground.  Up- 
per rooms  are  always  safer,  fre<T  from 
malaria  than  the  lower  ones.  Our 
readers  must  see  the  u.se  of  keeping  the 
house  warm  and  dry,  and  the  adjacent 
lands  Iree  Irom  decaying  materials. 

In  many  localities  in  our  prairio lands 
the  water  used  for  drinking  is  impure, 
especially  when  it  is  drawn  from  wells 
that  are  near  cesspools  and  s.'wers  and 
other  collections  ol  dirt  and  tilth.  II 
<iiich  water  must  be  drank,  lot  it  be  well 
boiled  so  ICS  to  remove  all  impurities.— 
C,  A.,  in  Wtalem  Rural.

The  oMicmi'  ant'nii'.ity  of  civili/ntinn 
in  China  is  ])imvi'(1  (if  proof  bo  wimti'il) 
by  the  fact  thai  parts  of  th«  "Shoo 
Kill";"  wiTiMiiulcHiliti'tlly  \vrilt<'n  more 
than  two  Ihoiisand  year?  II.  ('., 
th»^  C'hini'so  wtTo  already  aciniaintct! 
with  writing:.  In  tlieso  books  an'  al- 
lusions to  jr\!iss,  which  yichl  iinniis- 
takal)hi  ovidenre  of  its  antiipiity.  Tluis 
we  lind  it  stated  that  thu  Kniporor 
Shun,  on  receiving  the  crown  from 
Yaou,  who  abdicated  2146  B.  C. ;  "ex- 
amined tho  gom  adorned  tnrning 
ipliere  and  tlie  gem  transverse  tube, 
that  he  might  regulate  the  scvca  di- 
Tsoton,  or  regularly  governed  bodies." 
The  writer  of  thii  muit  have  had  some 
constructed  iMtmrnent  connected  with 
aitronomy  in  his  mind's  eye.  The 
"Shoo  King"  is  full  of  eTidence  of  a 
Tcry  high  state  of  civilization  in  China; 
thus  in  one  l.nok  wo  arc  told  the  wild 
trilios  lnuii;;lil  triliiilo  of  oyster  pearls 
and  strings  of  pearls  not  quite  round, 
to  Yn,  2001 B.  C.  If  the  Chinese  un- 
derstood glass  malting  thoy  woidd  soon 
begin  to  copy  these  pearls:  and  wc  lind 
under  Ou  tl,  about  I  tll  R.  C.  a  manu- 
factory where  false  jiearls  were  made 
of  /  (II  li.  a  speeic  s  of  plass  made  from 
an  herb,  probably  fern.  Onr  great 
ignorance  of  ancient  Chinese  literature 
maices  it  difficult  to  collect  true  inform- 
ation on  many  points.  We  know  thoy 
understood  the  art  of  glazing  pottery 
at  a  very  early  date,  and  on  this  ac- 
count were  possibly  more  careless 
about  glns.t  making.  Porcelain  was  in- 
vented, it  is  supposed,  about  185  B.  C, 
till-  writing  on  the  bottles  found  in 
tombs  was  used  in  the  century  before 
onr  era.  The  martyr  god  of  porcelain 
was  a  potter  who  threw  himself  into 
the  furnace  one  day,  when  from  want 
of  fuel  the  falling  tire  woidd  have 
spoiled  tho  contents  of  the  kiln— an 
unexanipleil  iiisii,iiec  of  devotion  to  his 
art.  The  celebriitcd  patrii  or  alms 
bowl  of  Buddha  is  alluded  to  by  a  Chi- 
nese writer  of  1S50,  quoted  by  Mr.  Nes- 
bitt:  "In  front  of  the  image  of  Bud- 
dlia  is  a  sacred  bowl,  which  Is  made 
neither  of  copper  nor  iron;  it  is  of  a 
purple  color  and  glossy,  and  when 
ptnick  it  sounds  like  glass."  This  bowl 
may  have  been  brought  from  the  west 
to  ( 'ey  Inn,  ImiI  it  proves  an  aeipiaint- 
nuee  with  glass  on  the  part  of  the  Chi- 
nese writer.  A  Portugiiose  traveler  in 
China,  G.  da  Cruz,  writing  to  Sebastian, 
King  of  Portugal,  about  l.'>fiO,  aays  at  a 
biinquet  given  liy  a  very  rich  merehnnt. 
"the  iiou--e  was  built  with  a  loft  and 
verv  fane,  with  nianv  faire  windows 
and  ca.seraents,  and  all  of  it  vr->s  a  mir- 
ror;" what  the  mirrors  were  made  of 
he  docs  not  explain,  nor  if  the  case- 
ments were  filled  with  glass,  but  this 
is  one  of  the  earliest  notices  concerning 
life  in  China,  as  the  Arab,  El  Kdrisi, 
1164,  does  not  seam  to  have  lieen  him- 
self in  China.  He  says:  "Djan  kon  is  a 
celebrated  city,  the  (Chinese  glass  is 
made  there."  Ujan  kon  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  idontlHed  with  any  exist- 
ing city,  but  tho  passage  shows  that 
Chinese  glas.s  was  supposed  to  exist 
M.  Labarto  thinks  it  probable  that  fine 
porcelain,  and  not  glass,  is  really 
meant  by  El  Kdrisi,  but  an  Arab  of  the 
twelfth  century  is  unlikely  to  have 
made  any  confusion  between 
the  two  substances,  with  which 
ho  must  have  iicen  perfectly  familiar. 
Mr.  Nesl)ilt,  who  has  enlleeled  together 
many  allusions  to  glas^  In  the  writings 
of  tho  early  Jesuit  mif^sionaries,  says 
the  words  "po  li"  were  in  use  for  a 

floss  at  a  very  early  time.  Nearly  all 
renoh  writers  on  glass  allude  to  the 
tale  of  apiece  of  crystal  being  taken 
in  China  for  the  real  material  of  which 
heaven  is  made.  The  original  narrator 
of  this  account  is  Father  KIccI,  who 
left  Kurupe  l(i83  A.  O,  and  spent  some 
years  in  China;  he  states  that  he  gave 
a  prism  of  glass  to  a  native  convert, 
one  Chuitasii,  w  ho  put  It  into  a  silver 
case  with  gold  chains,  and  "adorned  it 
further  with  a  writing  that  it  was  a 
fragment  of  that  matter  whereof  the 
heavens  consist.  One  was  said  to 
olTer  him  live  htmdrcd  pieces  of  gold 
soon  after  for  it.  which  till  Kather 
Matthew  liad  pre~ri}tr(l  hi-  to  ilie  King 
he  would  not  sell:  after  that  he  set  a 
higher  price  and  sold  it"  We  may 
suppose  from  this  that  colorless  bril- 
liant glass  was  unknown  to  the  Chi- 
nese. The  liu^>ian  ambassador,  K. 
Irtes,  who  wont  to  China  in  1693,  says 
he  was  taken  by  command  of  the  Kin- 
peror  to  see  various  sights,  among 
them  some  "jugglers,  who,  after  many 
other  diverting  tricks,  played  with 
round  balls  of  glass  as  large  as  a  man's 
head  at  the  point  of  a  sharp  stick,  toss- 
ing them  several  ways  without  break- 
ing them  or  letting  them  fall,  so  it  was 
realling  surprising."  He  was  also 
taken  to  the  markets  and  to  various 
sliops.  especially  to  a  toyshop;  the 
owner  bad  a  line  garden,  and  among 
other  things  showed  him  "%  large 
globe  full  of  fish  about  a  fin- 
ger long,  whose  scales  appeared 
as  if  made  of  gold,  but  when 
the  scales  fell  oft'  they  were  a  beautiful 
crimson."  Japan  has  so  long  hem  a 
sealed  book  to  us  that  it  is  nearly  im- 
possible to  lind  any  Information  as  to 
glass  made  there.  Captain  John  Saris, 
who  sailed  Ifitl.")  (Purchas'  I'ilgrini- 
mes," )  advises  that  merchants  should 
take  tu  Japan  "drlnking-glasses  of  ail 
sorts,  cans  and  cups,  beer  glasses,  gilt 
l>eakers,  and  looking-glasses  of  the 
largest  sorts."  This  would  lead  us  to 
Infer  that  those  articles  were  not  mad 
In  the  country.  Kaompfer,  who  pub- 
lished his  history  of  Japan  in  1727, 
does  not  mention  glass  beyond  that  re 
quired  for  glazing  the  porcelain,  which 
he  describes  as  most  prized  when  nearly 
transparent.  The  labor  required  to 
achieve  this  transparance  was  so  great 
as  to  give  birth  to  the  old  saying  "that 
human  bones  are  kneaded  into  China 
ware."  He  gives  a  singular  account 
of  some  very  curious  ancient  tea  bot- 
tles callA  "maatsnbo"  (best  of  ves- 
sels;) they  are  shaped  like  small  bar- 
rels with  a  short  neck,  are  transparent 
verv  thin,  and  of  a  white  color  tinged 
with  green.  The  Japanese  beMeve 
they  give  a  higher  flavor  to  tea  kept  in 
them,  and  assert  that  old  tea  recovers 
its  virtue  if  put  into  a  maatsulio  bottle.

Prince  I'eiruun  and  his  bailj,  who 
reached  China,  where  the  day  of  their 
arrival  is  still  kept  as  a  festival— the 
people  row  about  in  boats  and  ckll  on 
"IVirnun."  Much  Intoresl  was  excited 
a  few  ye;irs  ai^n  by  an  account  of  the 
c\hil>rt:on  of  many  antique  articles  at 
Nara,  the  ancient  capital  of  the  Mika- 
dos  of  Japan,  near  Kioto,  the  present 
capital.  Mr.  Campbell  deseribes  thi.' 
exhibition.  It  is  supposed  that  e:ii  h 
Mikado  had  put  aside  some  important 
treasure  and  dated  it.  before  tlie  re- 
moval of  tho  Government  at  tlie  end  of 
the  eighth  century  to  Kioto,  where  it 
has  remained  ever  since.  Among  these 
treasures  is  a  glass  ewer  about  a  foot 
Idgh,  which  is  entered  in  the  original 
list  of  the  articles  deposited  in  the  .sort 
of  barn  where  they  have  been  pre- 
served. As  no  certain  knowledge  of 
glass-making  in  Japan  exists,  it  has 
been  suggested  that  this  ewer  was  im- 
ported either  from  China  or  by  Arabs 
before  the  eighth  century,  ami  being 
considere<*  a  curiosity  was  deposited 
among  th  treasures.  It  is  possible 
that  before  long  some  Japanese  writer 
may  be  enabled  to  throw  some  light 
on  the  whole  subject  of  glass  in  liis 
native  country.  A  recent  traveler  de- 
scribes a  very  curious  vitreous  sponge 
with  threads  which  seem  as  if  com- 
posed of  spun  glass,  found  on  tho  east- 
ern coast  of  Japan.

94  at 
Turin  and  79  at  Florence,  the  oldest 
being  the  Oazrtta  ili  (Icmva,  first  pub- 
lished in  1797.    Twelve  hundred  news- 
papers are  published  in  Austro-Hun- 
gary,  of  which       are  dally,  the  most 
remarkable  of  the  Austrian  journal) 
being  one  called  Ada  Coinparalionit 
LUeranan  Univenarum,  which  is  a  re- 
view of  comparative  literature,  with 
contributors  in  every  part  of  the  w  orld, 
each  of  whose  articles  is  printed  in  Its 
native  tongue.    Spain  has  about  850 
journals,  of  which  a  thin!  are  political, 
and  Russia  has  only  800,  of  which  20() 
are  printed  at  St  Petersburg  and  75  at 
Moscow.   Several  of  these  journals  are 
published  in  three  difl'ereni  laniruajri  s, 
and  there  are  also  four  pulili.-lied  in 
Fri'u<'h.  three  in  German,  two  in  I.atin 
ami  two  in  Hebrew,   besides  several 
others    in    Polish,   F'innish,  Tartar 
and  Georgian.    Greece  has  upwards 
of  60()  newspaper*,  of  which  .M  ;ip- 
pear  at  Athens,  while  Switzerland  luis 
4S0,  and  Holland  and  Belgium  about 
300  each.  There  are  8,000  journals 
published  in  Asia,  of  which  no  fewer 
than  2,noo  appear  in  Japan,  but  in 
China  the  only  newspapers  not  pub- 
lished by  residents  at  the  treaty  ports 
are  the  Ning-Pao,  an  onieial  journal 
published  at  Pekin,  the  Chcn-Pao,  and 
the  Uu-Pao,  published  at  Shanghai,  and 
tlie  Government  journal,  which  was 
brought  out  in  Corea  last  year.  There 
are   three  newspapers  published  in 
French  Cochin-China  ana  one  in  Ton- 
quin  (FAvenir  du  TonUn),  the  rest  of 
the  newspapers  credited  to  Asia  ap- 
pearing in  India,  with  the  exception 
of  6,  which  are  published  in  Persia. 
Africa  can  boast  of  only  200  papers,  of 
which  30  appear  in  Egypt  and  the  re- 
mainder in  the  colonies  of  England, 
France,  etc.   The  United  States  pos- 
sesses   about    12,.500   periodicals,  of 
which  1,000  are  published  daily,  the 
oldest  being  the  Boston  i^'cws,  which 
was  first  published  in  1704.  Among 
the  Dnlted  States  ionmals  there  are  no 
fewer  tluui  190  edited  and  published  by 
negroes,  the  oldest  of  these  being  the 
Elevator,  which  was  brought  out  at 
San  Francisco  about  eighteen  years 
ago.   Canada  has  700  newspapers,  a 
considerable  portion  of  which  are  pub- 
lished in  French,  and  in  South  America 
tho  ArgentiVie  Republic  comes  first 
w  ith  60  newspapers.   Australia  has  700 
journals,  nearly  all  published  in  En- 
glish, and  the  Sudwich  Islands  eieht, 
of  which  five  are  in  English  and  three 
in  the  native  tongtie.   Out  of  the  3.5,- 
000  periodicals  enumerated  aliove.  Iti,- 
500  are  in  English,  7,800  in  German, 
6,850  in  French,  1.600  in  SpanUi,  Md

self locked  u]>  In  ('a>lle  l.iidlow.  As 
tho  leadi'n  hours  of  incarceration  slip 
by,  ample  time  Is  afl'ordcdhim  of  view- 
the  two  horns  of  a  very  disagree- 
alile  dileiniua.  One  w.ay  to  aeeoiii|>lish 
his  liberation  is  to  marry  tho  lady;  tho 
other,  to  pay  the  damages  aho  claims. 
A  man's  natural  inclinations  would 
hardly  lead  him  to  select  for  :i  witi'  a 
woman  who  would  imprison  liim:  hut, 
on  the  other  hand,  a  man  lodged  in  a 
prison  cell  is,  as  a  rule,  in  no  portion 
10  pay  the  heavy  dainag<'s  w  hich  a 
sympathizing  jury  would  consider  a 
fair  compensation  for  wounded  alTec- 
tions.  The  result  is  that  many  a  poor 
fellow  languishes  for  iiioiilh^  in  con- 
llnemciit,  themorc  liarrassing  inasmuch 
a-s  he  holds  in  his  own  hand  the  key 
whioh  would  unlock  his  prison  doors. 

It  may  occur  to  hltn  that  this  kev 
(the  marriage  of  the  woman),  may 
upon  the  door  of  one  prison  into  Mi- 
other,  from  which  tho  chances  ol  es- 
e;ipe  are  very  vague.  Many  a  man 
niinids  whimpering  on  the  brink  of 
niatnmouy  when  the  dangers  arc  far 
less  defined  than  In  tho  case  of  our  poor 
prisoner.  As  lime  drags  .slowly  ou  the 
conviction  that  "soiuelhing  must  bo 
done"  becomes  at  last  so  strong  that 
he  nerves  himself  for  desperate  action. 
Tlie  money  he  can  not  pay.  Ho  can 
many  tlie  woman.  Ili'  must  be  free. 
Following  out  this  line  of  argument  he 
sends  for  nis  counsel  and  rcotiests  him 
to  notify  the  other  side  that  ho  has 
given  in  and  is  ready  to  mako 
tho  fat:il  plunge.  The  only  thing 
that  remains  to  be  dona  is  to  ar- 
range for  tho  wedding.  The 
lady  is  presumably  consulted  at  this 
stage  of  Iho  proceedlniis.  nud  many 
valualile  suggestions  an'  given  by  her. 
Everytliing  goes  sniootldy  uow,  until 
the  prisoner,  who  in  elTect  has  said, 
"tilve  me  liberty  or  give  iiie  death," 
.isks  very  reasonably  lor  his  discharge. 
Here  he"  is  met  with  a  shock  which 
must  be  mo»l  distiessing  to  his  finer 
sensibilities.  lie  Is  Informed  that  .in 
order  to  obviato  tho  danger  of  his 
running  away  before  his  compulsory 
nuptials,  the  marriage  ceremony  i<  to 

lie  soleninized  in  jnil,  and  that  he  will 
lif  ovpeeled  to  remain  quietly  there  un- 
til the  hajipy  day  arrives.  Tin-  Is  a 
blow  from  an  uui  xpecied  qiiarier.  luit 
it  can't  be  helped,  and  his  only  nv 
source  i>  tn  li  I  h-ri  the  preparations 
for  the  rMuiiii-  ■  \eni. 

On  the  ;ippoinii  d  d:iy  there  is  a  per- 
ceptible ripple  in  iliediill  routine  of  the 
jail.  The  warden's  parlor  is  dilsted 
over,  the  furniliiro  placi'd  in  suitable 
positions,  a  number  ol  chairs  are  bor- 
rowi'd  for  the  occasion  and  the  invited 
guests  throughout  tlie  prison  can  be 
seen  preparing  themselves  for  the  fes- 
tivity.

COCAINE. 

Intcrettlnt  Btetory  ottlw  Msw  AniNllMtle. 

Tlie  plant  from  which  the  cocaine  is 
obtained  has  long  been  known  to  the 
botanical  world,  as  long  ago  as  1515,  a 
description  of  it  having  been  published 
in  Seville  by  Nioholaa  Menard bs.  It  is 
native  of  Sooth  America,  and  has 
been  used  by  the  FaHiTians  and  other 
South  American  peoples  from  before  the 
dawn  of  history.  Its  leaves  are  chewed, 
being  flrst  prepared  with  lime  and  made 
into  small  lioliises.  which  are  used  when 
the  native  is  traveling  and  desirous  of 
conserviug  his  strensth.  A  second  use 
is  for  the  purpo.se  of  producing  intoxi- 
cation, the  loaves  In  this  case  being 
chewod  without  any  admixture  of  for- 
eign substances.  The  third  use  being 
ol  tho  leaves  as  a  sub.stitute  for  tobacco, 
when  thoy  are  smokeil.  It  was  also  ex- 
tensively use<l  by  the  Indians  in  their 
religious  rites,  a  practice  which  the 
Cathulio  clergy  did  all  thoy  could  to 
break  up,  Ixdleving  that  the  leaves  were 
hurtful.  The  alkaloid  was  first  exti  acted 
by  Gameoke  in  lOM,  and  two  years 
later  S.  B.  Percy  presented  some  of  it 
to  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine, 
ailing  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  could 
temporarilv  paralyze  the  tongue.  In 
IHiiti,  nr.  Mantegazza,  of  Milan,  who 
w  as  then  in  South  America,  wrote  a 
treatise  on  the  medicinal  properties  of 
the  drug,  and  detailed  some  very  curi- 
ous experiments  of  Ids  own  in  this  con- 
neelion.  Other  Investigators  followed, 
chief  aiuong  whom  was  Alexander  liiT- 
motta,  who,  after  over  one  hundred  ex- 
periments upon  various  animals,  came 
to  the  conclusions:  "1.  In  small  doses 
cocaine  causes  cerebral  excitement  and 
partial  paralysis  of  sensibllily.  In 
somewhat  larger  dusos,  cerebral  excite- 
ment, complete  paralysis  of  sensibility, 
tetanic  sjiasms  and  death.  8.  Paralysis 
of  the  entire  posterior  columns  of  the 
rord,  and  also  of  the  entire  system  ul 
the  peripheral  sensory  norvca,  but  tho 
anterior  columns  of  tlio  cord  and  the 
peripheral  motor  nerves  were  not  par- 
alyzed." But,  pcrliu|is,  the  mast  oredil 
is  due  to  Dr.  Koller,  whose  experiments 
on  Iho  subject  settled  the  value  of  the 
drug  a.s  ail  aiM'^ilielie.  Wheihoreocaine 
acts  only  on  the  |Hiinl  touched  liy  it.  <u 
whether  its  influence  extends  further,  U 
a  question  which  has  divided  the  doc- 
tors, the  eX|M'iimenls  seeming  to  siip- 

fiort  either  or  lioih  \  iews,  and  the  pr  'Im- 
lility  iM'ing  that  the  power  of  the  clriig 
to  p'ro<lnce  annistheaia  at  a  distance  de- 
pends ii|Hm  circiiiustanees  not  yrt  fully 
uuderstood. — iS(.

LEARNING    TO  SPELL. 

A  rroresi.  WliWii  U  it  lUliiil-sliinllii);  On* 
H  Urdlinrlljr  Conduetwl. 
Learning  to  road  the  English  Ian 
gnoge  is  one  of  the  worst  mind-stunt- 
ing processes  that  has  formed  a  part 
of  tho  general  education  of  any  people. 
Its  evil  influences  arises  from  the  partly 
phonetic,  partly  lawless  cliar.aeler  of 
knglisli  spelling.    Allliougli  I'aeli  let 
tor  represents  some  sound  oflcner  than 
any  other,  there  is  haplly  a  letter  in 
the  alphabet  that  does  not  represent 
mure  than  one  sound,  and  hardly 
sound  in  the  language  that  is  not 
represented  in  several    wavs,  while 
many  words  are  wrillen  w  illi  a.i  many 
silent  letters  as  signilicanl  oues.  There 
is  nothing  in  any  word  to  indicate  in 
which  of  these  ways  its  component 
sounds  are  represented,  nothing  in  tli 
written  group  of  ll■tter^  to  show  which 
sounds  tliey  stand  for,  and  wlili  li  of 
them.  If  any,  are  silent,  so  that  a 
learner  can  never  be  sure  of  pronounc- 
ing rightly  an  English  word  that  he 
has  not  heard  spoken,  or  of  spelling 
correctly    one    that   ho  has  never 
seen   written.    The  spelling  ol  each 
word    must    bo   learned    by  sheer 
force  of  memory.    In  this  work  the 
pupil's   reasoning  powers    can  not 
bo  utilized,  but  must  he  siilidiieil.  while 
his  memory  is  sadly  overworked.  In 
the  afl'airsof  the  child's  daily  life;  tho 
logical  following  out  of  rules  is  re- 
warded; in  learning  to  spell,  it  brings 
him  only  discomnture  and  bewilder- 
ment.  He    taught  thatfr-o-n-«  stands 
for  lion  (not  bo-ne),  and  Uhn-c  for  ton, 
hut  that  il-n-n-e  stands  for  dun,  that 
ij-ti-n-c  spells  (jon,  m-o-v-e  spells  moov, 
and  li-r-o-n-z-e  brom.   Now  when  he
